In_. speaking of..actual raids, 
Stanley ‘said that no one can 
imagine an air raid without actu- 
ally having been in one. 

“Distance seems to weaken 
one’s conception of an air raid,” 
he’ continued, “why; even over 
there: we were saying ‘it can't 
happen here’. . . but it did come. 
and it was no- kidding.” 

Describing a raid, he stated 
that everyone seems to know just 
what-.to..do..and..where. to go.

“The raids usually started with 
a rain of incendiary bombs.” he 
said, “but they are nothing to be 
frightened of, providing 
know. how to handle them.” 

Displaying one of the bombs 
which -had- been brought’ across 
from England, Stan explained the 
exact actions of such a bomb. He 
told of the terrific heat that these’ 
missiles reach, and mentioned 
that 3,350 degrees Farenheit was 
the average temperature that 
these bombs attain.

WITH THE U.S. ATLANTIC 
FLEET (Delayed, AP)—An Axis 
submarine ambush to destroy a 
group of United States naval ves
